The other man hurt was John W. Daw- 
eon, colored, of Newark, who was on the 
back platform of Keogh’s oar. A cob¬ 
blestone struck him on the baok of the 
bead, knocking him unconscious. He 
was takea to Dr. Levi W. Oese’e offloe 
Is MohteUlr. Other stones landed In¬ 
side the ear, hitting other pameofers, 
hat without injuring them severely. 

After Dewsoa’e wound won sewed up 
he wee otto to go home.
